BOBS ALTOONA BANK

Cashier and Patron Are Victims of 


Highwayman's Bullets. 


A thrilling bank robbery attended 
by reckless shooting, was enacted in 
Altoona during the noon hour Mon- 
day. 
At 12:30 a young man in a 
taxicab drove up to the Union Bank, 
corner Eighth Avenue and Twelfth 
Street, a prominent centre of the city, 
and entering the bank shot the cash- 
ier, A. P. Rupert, and a citizen who 
was entering the bank to have a 
checK. cashed, secured $2,892 and 
made his escape. 
The wounded are A. P. Rupert, 
aged 64, cashier, a flesh wound 
through his abdomen, and William 
Blackburn, aged 40, assistant fore- 
man Pennsylvania Railroad airbrake 
suop, shot through left le'g, wound 
not serious. 


Although hundreds of Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad shopmen were passing 
the corner to and from the Twelfth 
Streets shops gate, while many busi- 
ness men were going to or coming 
from dinner, some of whom had to 
dodge flying bullets, the bandit re- 
entered the taxi and got away before 
any one could get a reliable descrip- 
tion of the man. Some say he wore 
a corduroy cap while others are as 
.positive it was a, cady. It is general- 
ly agreed that he was a smooth faced 
young man, aged probably 30, five 
feet, nine inches in stature and wear- 
ing a gray overcoat. On entering the 
bank he deposited on the floor a 
satchel and stepping to the grating 
at which Teller Chester C. Burket 
was standing, presented a revolver 
and commanded Burket to "hand out 
what you've got in there." The tell- 
er immediately ducked under the 
counter and crawled to shelter; while 
the robber scaled the iron screening 
that separates the corridor from, the 
bank office, and landing inside, fired 
upon" Cashier Rupert as the latter 
stoop up from his desk. 
Rupert 
jumped to a door leading to the cel- 
lar, followed by Mrs. Oscar Shaver, 
bookkeeper, the only other employe 
on duty, the rest of the force being 
at luncheon. 
The teller remained 
concealed and was apparently forgot- 
ten. 
The robber then emptied the 
small cash drawers which were un- 
locked, and all the paper money and 
swept from the counters all in sight, 
putting the bills in his pockets, but 
leaving the specie untouched." Open- 
ing the teller's window, Toe climbed 
out and encountering Blackburn at 
the door, shot him and reached the 
street. 
Seeing many coming and going at 
the corner he fired in every direction, 
chasing everybody to cover, aumped 
into the taxi, the motor of which was 
still working and sped" up Eighth 
Avenue", turned" at Fifteenth street 
and was lost to sight. As he was 
leaving the bank corner, a number of 
men attracted by the shooting emerg- 
ed from Butler's pharmacy across the 
way and he promptly shot at them, 
fortunately not hitting any one, but 
shattering the drug store windows 
and breaking ^a show case and a tele- 
phone box inside. 


Chief of Police Tillard posted his 
force inriall directions to head off the 
escapei of the bandit, in the meantime 
communicating by telegraph 
and 
telephone with all surrounding towns. 
Within half an hour the police au- 
thorities were notified by R. C. Mays 
of Beale Avenue that his taxi had 
been stolen at 12:10 o'clock while he 
was at dinner and about the same 
time the deserted taxi was found in 
Fifth Alley, near Ninth Street. 


• Many suspects have been picked up 
by the police but all discharged after 
examination, and up to last evening 
the robber had not been captured.

TOWNSHIP STJPERVISOKS 


Met in Court House Tuesday and Ef- 


fect an Organization. 


Under the Act of Assembly of May 
8, 1913, providing for an association 
of township supervisors and commis- 
sioners in the several counties of the 
State, the supervisors of the town- 
ships comprising Bedford County met 
at the Court House on Tuesday at 10 
a. m. and formed an organization by 
electing L. L. Snyder of Bloomfield, 
President; Emory D. Claar, Secre- 
tary; George Riddle and E. T. Zem- 
bower, Vice Presidents, and C. R. 
Drenuing of 
Cumberland Valley, 
Treasurer, of the association. 
A roll call showed that every dis- 
trict was represented and that 65 of 
tlie 75 supervisors were present. 
The president appointed the follow- 
ing Executive Committee: H. C. Dick, 
D. T. Detwiler, George Riddle, C. R. 
Drenning and George Barefoot. 
A resolution was. adopted making 
the Burgess of any borough, the 
County Commissioners, the Judges of 
the court, the Assistant Engineer and 
the Superintendent of Highways hon- 
orary members of said association. 
Deputy State Highway Commis- 
sioner Hunter then took up the mat- 
ter of building and maintaining t<5wn- 
ship highways and discussed 
the 
"Tentative Rules and Regulations," 
explaining how they should be ap- 
plied, and answered many questions 
concerning these proposed rules and 
points of law governing them. 
Mr. Eiselman, an engineer in the 
employ of the State, was then intro- 
duced but did not discuss the subject 
of "Earth Roads" by reason of the 
short time in which, he had for this 
purpose— .

BUILD ROADS TO MEET TRAFFIC 


Many States Plan to Use Concrete in 


Construction of Highways. 


A very careful traffic census taken 


by the State of Massachusetts shows 
that more than sixty-three per cent, 
of all the traffic on all the State roads 
was self-propelled. This means that 
there must be a change in the meth- 
ods of building roads to accommodate 
the traffic. 
The old time macadam 


and gravel roads, which stood up well 
under horse-drawn vehicles, do not 
give satisfactory service under the 
automobile. 
New Jersey and New 


York spend almost a thousand dollars 
a mile for maintenance on stone 
roads. 


Concrete is being adopted by many 


States as a means of providing roads 
which will meet the traffic require- 
ments. The cost of building concrete 
roads is but very little in excess of 
the cost of building macadam. 
The 


report of the Illinois Highway Com- 
mission for the years 1910-1912 in- 
clusive shows the average cost of 
water-bound macadam, 16 feet wide, 
to be $6,269; the cost of bituminous 
macadam, 16 feet wide, to be $7,885; 
he cost of 10-foot concrete with 6- 
'oot macadam shoulders to be $7,- 
982; the cost of 12-foot concrete with 
l-foot macadam shoulders, to be $S,- 
402; the cost of 16-foot concrete sur- 
face to be $10,061. 


The small difference in the initial 


cost is figured by State engineers to 
be more than offset by the reduced 
cost of up-Keep. 
Concrete can be 


maintained for less than ten dollars 
3er mile a year, while macadam can 


maintained for somewhere be- 


tween four hundred and one thousand 
dollars per mile a yeai 


FATIGUE 


Little Talks on Health and. Hygiene

Everyone has been many times ex- 


posed to contagious diseases which 
they have not contracted. 
This has 


been due, not to the fact that the 
contagion was less virulent but be- 
cause the natural resistance of the 
individual was sufficient to overcome 
it. This natural resistance to disease 
is usually propoprtioned to the physi- 
cal well-being of the individual. 


Avoid fatigue. 
It is all too often 


the forerunner of disease. When one 
has indulged in unusual physical or 
mental exertion and becomes tired 
this physical resistance is greatly re- 
duced and the susceptibility to dis- 
ease increased in proportion. 


One of the most common abuses to 


which* we subject ourselves is that of 
eating when we are fatigued. 
For 


domestic convenience it is necessary 
to have meals at stated hours. In the 
evening men and women go home ex- 
hausted after their day's work. 
In 


the majority of instances they have 
made the trip in an ill ventilated 
train or trolley which adds to their 
depression. They arrive just in time 
to sit down to the table and regard- 
ess of their exhausted condition con- 


me a quantity of food. 
As a result of fatigue their nervous 


system is so effected ihat the diges- 
ive processes practically cease and 
he food so consumed may remain for 
hours in an undigested condition 
causing great physical discomfort 
and sometimes serious complications. 
Food taken when one is excessively 
ired is of little value as nourish- 
ment. 
Much better go hungry and 


avoid indigestion..

_Next Novembei the people wil 


elect a new House ot Representatives 
and one-third of the Senate, and it i 
of the highest importance that the 
Democrats should be successful in 
this election. 
When the new Con- 


gress convenes the President wil 
have completed the first half of his 
term and it would be a severe disap- 
pointment to him to have to work 
with a Republican Congress during 
the second half. Defeat for the party 
would not only prevent the enact- 
ment of remedial measures, but it 
would raise a presumption against 
the administration and greatly weak- 
en the party for the Presidential 
campaign of 1916.

the people, is he incorruptible? 


Is he pi oof against temptations—the 
powerful temptations—that one has 
to resist when he deals with large at- 
fairs? Has he the moral courage to 
stand alone, if need be, In the de- 
fense of the right, or is he afraid?

State Open Season Beginning April 1 


is Superseded by Federal Law. 
Sportsmen who have been spend- 


ing .the winter talking about what 
they were going to do to wild ducks 
this spring are warned, in a state- 
ment issued by the chief game pro- 
tector, Dr. Joseph Kalbfus, to keep 
their guns hanging on the wall until 
September 1. Doctor Kalbfus sums 
up the situation as follows: 


"Under the Pennsylvania law, wild 


ducks and other wild water fowl may 
be killed legally from the first day of 
September to the tenth day of April 
next following. Under the national 
law, which controls and supersedes 
the state law, wild water fowl can be 
killed in Pennsylvania only from the 
first of September to and including 
the fifteenth day of December next 
following. 
I just returned 
from 


Washington, where I was told by 
those in charge of this work that 
violators of these regulations would 
unquestionably be punished." 


Doctor Kalbfus says that it is ex- 


tremely likely that the more rigid na- 
tional law may have escaped general 
attention, although it has been in 
force since October, when President 
Wilson approved legulations made by 
the Depaitment of Agriculture. Doc- 
tor Kalbfus urges eveiy one to re- 
frain from spring shooting of any 
kind and thus avoid trouble.
